‘THE PRESIDENT’S AMENDMENTS 


THE PRESIDENT'S message on amendménts to the 
Taft-Hartley Law amounts to payne of the “double 
cross” of which he was accused: by former Secretary. of 
Labor Martin Durkin: The withdrawal of the 19-pint 
message that was ready for delivery to Congress last ‘sum- 
“mer, aaa which contained some concessions to labor, is 
now followed by a new message completely dictated by 


Ejisenhower's all-business palace guard. 


The new far-reaching provisions that go further chai 
ever in establishing government dictation over unions an 
granting employers new union-busting powers are “what 
really count in the messa , rather than the insignificant 

“sops. thrown to labor w ich may not even get by the 
present Congress, 

The message should make it undisputably evident that 
the CIO and AFL were.wrong in dropping their fight for 
repeal and placing confidence in the administration and 
the present Congress for worth-while amendments. The 
tactic only dare to open the door for new union-busting 
provisions in the law..Eisenhower's amendments, together 
with the new anti-union rulings coming out of the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Boatd these days, far outwei ighs 
atiy “improvements” that even the most optimistic la 
leader could think of. 


The CIO belatedly recognized this fact at its recent - 


convention and returned to the repeal objective. Only a 
vigorous revival of this fight, backed by the full and united 
force of all labor, can be the answer to the President's ar- 
rogant message. 


Meanwhile, there is a real danger that new teeth 


will be inserted into the Taft-Hartley Law. Among them” 


is the requirement that a union submit to a. government- 
conducted secret ballot of union, non-union and anti- 
union employes in order to be able to continue a strike 
and obtain legal protection against discharge or .similar 
union-busting practices. 

Henceforth, if the new Smith bill, which-covers the 
President's. recommendations, is passed, all pretence of 
protecting unions against employer interference will be 
dropped. The “free speech” provision gives the company 
the unlimited right to agitate and otherwise influence the 
choice of a union by the employes. 

Also, the boards appointed by. the President in so- 
called “ emergency” strikes, when injunctions are applied, 
would be given the additional task Ses recommending settle- 
ment terms, A board named present big business 
government in Washin emg 
the miost conservative labor leaders will concede. 

Another provision is clearly aimed at establishing gov- 
ernment control over welfare and pension funds—a step to 
hold still. another government club over unions and in- 
nexconrie them politically. The President also gives a clear- 

implied endorsement to the McCarthyite Butler bill, 
igned to ‘place unions under the volitical supervision of 
the Subversive Activities Control Board. 

He generously offers to kill the non-Communist affi- 
davit after such a bill is passed. Meanwhile he proposes
